1 N all ages and generations, great and manifold have bin the 
g ſnares of the enemy to catch and intrap te innocent; a- 
mong others in this age, this hath been made much uſe of, to 
perſecute, impriſon baniſh; and make havock of the goods 
of thouſands: in this nation of England within theſe fe 
years; vir. not ſwearing and denying thoſe things which are contrarꝝ 
to Chriſtian practices, and the impoled Forms of Worſhip, as their 
practice do evidently demonſlrate, by enjoining and forcing men 
and womeu with penalties of outward laws, to on and bow anto 
ſuch a Forme of Worſhip, ſuch a Prieſt, ſueh a time and place as they 
4 Gall appdi nt, contrary to the practice and example of thoſe that 
| feared the Lord in all ages, as the Scriptures of truth do teſſiſy: And 
i though much have been ſpoken by other friends in ſeyeral parts of 
: this nation tending to the clearing of this truth, which might have 
ſatisfied any unbyaſſed Judgement, and cauſed them to ceaſe: per- 
ſecuting upon this account, and let the innocent go free; yet not- 
| - withſtanding being toſſed non their Horns from dne to another, and

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| from place to place, leaſt the perſecuters of thole places here I ſuffer 
| being not deſirous to be informed of the truth ſhould not ſeek: after

Firſt, As conserning Swearing we finde it forbidden by Chrift,wbe

is our leader and our example all along in his words wbite on earch 


in that former body which ſuffered at Jeruſalem: alſo we finde the 
ſame Spirit which ſpoke through him all that is contained of him in 
the Scriptures of truth, bearing wiryeſs,unto the ſame Truth in us, 
which gives as aſſurance. of the infallibility and truth thereof, and 
that there is ĩa it no falſhood nor lyes, 1. Joh ,2,27, & Chap 3 24 & 
4, 13. [he words are plain Afath. 5. 34. and I/. 5. 12. where all 
Swearing is ſtraighily and abſolucely tot bidden, without any wreſt- 
ing of the words, adding thereto, or diminiſhing from tbem 
Object. But the common Objection is, that it is for ſa earing and 
vain ſwearing thst is there forbidden. 
Anſ. If he had forbidden no more, he had no need to have 
given them any new precept, but turned them back to Moſes, 
as he did in many other caſes; becauſe Moſes his words 
ſeemed co be of more credit among them than his : Moſes they 
knew ( (aid the Jews) and the Prophets, but him they know not;talſe 
{wearing and vain ſwearing were ſtrictly forbidden dy him, buttheſe 
words have the ſame Emphaſis, force and analogy as the precedent 
verſes, where the Law ſaith, Thou ſhalt not commit adultery , the 
Law took hold on the outward fact, and puniſhed not | until then; 
but he who came and comes to falfil the Righteouſneſs of the Law, 
reaches more home, ſearc hes the heart, judges the thoughts, and 
condemns che very looking on a woman to luſt after her, cuts down 
thetranſgreſſor at the root, whereby ir might not bud again. So here 
the Law faith, Thou ſhalt not forfw ear chy felf; but! (ſaith he, go- 
ing neerer to the root of the matter) ſay anto you, Swear not at all, 
and imſtances in particular wayes hereby they did ſwear, neither by 
Heaven, nor by Earth, nor by Jeruſalem, nor by as much ss the hair 
of thy head, nor, (as James guided by the ſame Spirit ſaith) by any 
other Oath,fo that by theſe words, any other Oach, ſwearing by 
Books, and kiſſing them, is as ſtrictly, plainly, poſitive iy and ſolemn- 
ty forbidden, aby Heaven, Eur tb, Jeſuſalem &c. For Jeruſalem was in 
thoſe dayes (being the place wbe re the Lord had placed bis Name; and 


appeared unto bis people) of great eſteem among the jews, and in 


their blinde zeal by cuſtom and tradition (through ignorance of the 
God that appeared there as mich adored as the Book is now by thoſe 
who know not in Spirit and Truth, that living God who revealed 
unto his people the truth therein declared; fo that you now, as they 
then, ſack the ſhell inftead of the kernel, and take the hask for the 
grain; adore the place, inſtead of him that fils and —— all

places; end the ſound of words, more than him that gave forth the 


| ſoecar,ye ſwear faiſly. Yea, ye have committed two evils, ye bave 
forſaken the fountain of living waters, and digged anto your ſelves 
broken Ciſterns that will hold no water. 

24ly,The Law as given ſorth by Moſes(as certain of your owa Biſh- 
ops do affirm whoſe words are credibleamong you was of force, 
and binding only to the Jews, who at that time were the onely cho- 
ſen people of oll the earch; to whom the Law, the Ordinances: and 
| Oracles of God were co.amicted;(o that no other nation were tyed 
to the obſervation thereof; no, not after their converſion from 
| Gentiliſme and Heatbeniſm, te the Lord, but onely they , as it was 
| concluded by che Apoſtles, and brethren met together concerning 
| elfis very matter, when ſome would bind the Gentiles converted 
to the faith, to the obſervation of Moſes his Law, whoſe decree 
was, that they lay no other burden upon the Diſciples, but t hat they 

abſtain from fornication, from pollutions of idols, from blood, and 

| from things (trangled. And Paul was affraid he had ſpent his labour 
in v8ia upon the Galatians, becauſe they were apt to go back to the 
cuſtomary obſervation ( according to the Law)otdayes, montbs & 
yeares; ſo that we being the off ſpring of the Gentiles, were not 
bound( if we had lived in Moſes his time) by his own Law to ob- 
ſerve ie in the manner and circuwtantisls thereof as given forth 
by bim; ſo that ſwearing is abſolutely forbidden by Chrift who in us 
faifils all righteouſneſs, was never binding unto us by Aoſes bis Law, 
and co whom it was binding there is no mention of any penalty, as 
fines, impriſoament,or baniſhment, if they did not. 

3alr, Beſides, I may lawfully ſay of this precept of Moſes con- 
cernin; ſwearing, as it was ſaid of old concerning divorcement, that 
Moſes becauſe of the rebellion and diſobedience of the people to- 
wards the Lord, as alſo their falſhood and deceitful dealing one to- 
wards another, enjoined the people upon ſpecial occaſions to ſuch 
anOrdinance in the beginning, when there was no hardneſſe of heart, 
no diſvbed:ence nor deceitzit was not ſo, the ground and reaſons mo- 
ving Moſes to ſuch a precept. were different then now they are, then 
it was when the prople had at any time backſlidden from the Lord, 
bedken their Covennae and Vows by diſobedience, and following 
their own wills; whether King alone, or King and people together,

the cauſe of this was hardneſs of heart, which from the beginning 
was notſo. | 

4hly, The cauſe of that ſwearing required by Moſes was Apoſta- 
ey from the Lord, and yet left without an external pena'ty if they 
did nor _ and now tho ſe are required to ſwear, who ate in Co- 
venant with the Lord, to ſet up man above God head of the 
Church, whereof Chriſt alone we own our head fo that the matter 
requizirg oaths is altered and tut ned quite contrary, 

5thly, Another ObjeRton is, that an oath of confirmation is an 
end ol all (trife; how ſhall we believe one another (ay they) or de- 
eide controverſies without an Oath. | 
-- Anſ, When man was in the image of God, there was no deceitful 
dealing nor firife, ſo conſequently no need of ſwearing to decide it: 
as rife and deceit brought in ſwearing, ſo thoſe that are come to 
the Son, are come to the image of God out of Orife,unto that ſlate 
which was before ſtrife and contention, and ſwearing was: Take a« 
way the cauſe the effect will ceaſe, come to the Son and he will 


lata caufa make free from firife and contention the cauſes of ſwearing, and 
rut effect · conſequently from Cr it ſelf among us who are come to the

Son, who fulfils the Law. 
5615515. As for the manner of ſwearing among the Jenes, Moſes 
tyes them not to Any form of words, but leaves it to the freedom of 
theit own$pjrits, both when they renewed their Covenant with the 
Lord, as al ſoò in teſtifying the truth between man and man, which 
condemnes the binding to a form of words, and kiſſing bookes, 
Among other nations they ſmare by that which they eſteemed 
molt, as by their idol Gods which moſt nations dad appropriated to 
themſelves; ſome by Malcham, dthers by the Life and pro- 
ſperity of their Emperours ; as by the life of Pharoah, Wy 
the proſperiry and fortune of Cæſar, whatſotver they —

moſt adare, they ſwore by, and kiſſed them; in imitation of 
this the Nation of ZErgland ferting the book (as the Papiſts the 
Crucifix) in the room of God, ſwear by it as though it were their 
God, fo that in this very point ( though they call chemſelves Chri- 
ns ) they take the [heathen for their example, not Chriſt nor

So che ſam is this of all that hath been ſpoken, AMofis required it of 
ers a particular Nation to whom the Law was given becauſe of 
Covenant breaking, bound no other pation to it, nor added nv pe- 
nalty in caſe they d id not ſwear, bur left them to the Lord to deal 
with at he faw fit, never required ſuch oaths as theſe neither for mats: 
ter nor manner, nor any beathen Kings, of Chriſtians 3 it os & ſuffi- 
cient plea for them when brought before rulers ro ſay, (hr iſtiamus 
ſum, and they were urged no further to ſwear, as knowing their free- 
dom that they could not ſwear, and belie. ing the verity of their 
ſpeech that they could not lye; and they that are came to Chrift are 
come out of (wearing in general to Vea and Nay, or if the matter 
requires (being not bound fo narrowly to ſuch words) to make 
u hat we aver more ciedible, to call God to record! as Pax! did) that 
it is, Or is not, ſo. 
So it is, clear and evident to any un pre judiced Spirit what we fuf- 
ſer for out pure obedience to Chriſts commands, and our blood 
w1il deftoch avy a burden or our perſecu: ors to bear in the day when 
that they have done ſhall be layd open, bare & naked before them; 
neither Kings, nor Princes, nor all the powers of the earth, ſhall

inclinations or naturs!l Climate wherein they bave their being, that 
they love beſt end follow, every nation 8ccordirg to it's cuſtome & 
tradition ſet up ſot e way or oiher to worſhip they know not what; 
So the right eye being bYnded, and the light of Chriſt not heeded, 
baving rothiog elſe to guide them, ere led by the Prince of the 
power of the air, to do whatſoever their apofiatized hearts luſts 
after; and either through preſcriptions, cuſtomes or tradition, ima- 
gining there is ſome Deity to be adored, being igc.orant who he is, nor 
ow he is to be known, in their dark spprehenſions and chambers of 
imazery, frame and invent to themſelves in their own will a form 
and way of worſhip, contrary to tbe true worſhip of the Lord, which 
is in Spirit and truth, and wonld make the heads of the nations de- 
fender of their wor ſhips, whereby they arc often overthrown ; and 
Cain-like, murcher thoſe that know better, and cannot bow to it. Some 
for Mabomet and the caron, ſome for aſſes and Images without; 
others, their imaginations and corrupt wils,as Common- Prayers (ſo 
called) Dire&ories;ſome for Church- Faith, ſprinkling of Babes with 
a little water; Bread and Wine, which they call Sacraments ; all agree 
inforcing to it by outward compulſion, and vvreſting maintenance 
for it, ss vvell from thoſe vvho ovvn it not, as thoſe vvho do own it: 
thus all the vvorld lyes in vvickedneſle, and like Nebuchadnezzars I- 


mage, in confuſion; ſome in more groſſe darkneſſe, others being not 


ſo deep in the pit of degeneration, ſee thoſe that are deeper in the 
ſall; and becauſe they are not in the ſame ſphear and height of the Cli- 
mate to it, not agreeing in every particular, kill, and murther one 
another about their religions, each eſteeming his ovvn beſt, vvould 
lain maintain it, and keep it up as Cain, Nebuchadnexx ar, Herod, Nero, 
and others of the ſame Nature did; and to him that hath the longeſt 
ſvvord all bovv, call him the defender of their Faith, and ſvvear him 


ering ſo, and bind themſelves vvith an oath to ſubmit to vvhatſoever vvor- 
8 ſhip they ſet up, and vvhoſoever vvil not, at the ſound of their mu- 


ſick, muſt bear the penalty of their Lavv provided to maintain it: 
vvbat doth the vvorſhip of the Engliſh Nation d. ffer from this ? and 
wherein are they better than the fore · mentioned, their practice being 
the ſame in every particular. 5 
In the beginning God made man perfect, and breathed into di 
noſtrils the breath of life, and man became a living ſoul, bis life 
and his breath vvas from God bis Maker, and in him he could have 
vvithſtood the ſubtil perſvyaſions of the Serpentine vviſdom, —

caſt ic off from creeping and twiſting about him, but not ſtanding 
in the Counſel of his maker, but giving heed to that wbich would make 
him wiſe to know good and evil;thar he might practice what he would 
or liked beſt, if he liked evil he could cover ic over and call it good, and 
on the contrary good evil,whereby he might condemn it as all the 
World in that ſtate do at this day. Now man being gone from the 
Counſel of God became dark, loſt his way, gropes in the dark, knowes 
not what he is doing, nor whither he is going, being trom that which 
God hath given to guide him, all that a man doth is evil, and that con- 
tinually. Now to be from the light the witneſs in the conſc ence for 
God to guide him, is ſin and iniquity whatſoever a man doth; for obe - 
dience unto the wieneſs, the light, che unRion, or the Spirit of Truth 
in us makes us the Sons of God, and our works perfect and acceptable 
unto him; and he that is not come to own the witneſs of God, wbich 
is Chriſt, or the annointing ſeed what pretence or colour ſoever he 
may have) being not led by that, he is none of Chrifts, his deeds are 
evil, and in his on will involves himſelf more and more in darkneſs 
and confuſion; there is no other way, no other name whereby a man 
may come to the Father, but by Chriſt the Light, the witneſs for God in 
man: Wandering and going aſtray from that is rebellion, witchcraft 
and diſobcdience; to walk cloſe with it, and to be lead by it, is the per- 
fect and acceptable ſervice to God the Father, who through his Son, bis 
annointing ſeed, bis Light (which he cauſed to ſhine out of darkneſs) 
hath called us to be witneſſes for his name at this day; and this Light 
which we own for our leader was given to lighten the Gentiles, and 
is the glory of his people who obey it, but the condemnation of the 
old world lying in wickedneſs , now the woman is coming out of the 
wilderneſs cloathed wich the Light of the Sun, and the Moon under her 
feet, ſhining gloriouſly upon the tops of the b gh Mountains and 
Hil's, condemning the old World, and by its beat cauſing the old Hea- 
ven and the old Earth to melt away; and our work in this age being to 
pull-down the old building of Pav/on, viz, Confuſion, to caſt down her 
firong bolcs and imaginations, and to ſcatter all the old rubbeges 
thereof, which maſt be done ere any ſtone of the new building be layd, 
'of u new Creation, a new Heaven anda new Earth witreſſed; this 
ſeems a fowl work, and an unacceptable piece of ſervice unto thoſe 
Who ace beaping up confuſions, building of Babels imaginations, Caſtles 
4n the aire, and know noo her way to re-enter into Paradice from 
whencc they came forth, ibe higher they are gone in this conſuſed

building, 


building, the more unwilling they are to leave it and tbe greater croſs 
itiseo pall it down, yet this I aſſert for an infallible & undoubred 
truth, that before a new Creation ( vid.) a new Hevaven and a new 
Earth can be witneſſed, every man and woman muſt come ro that 
which is buried under all, and burdened with the rubbeges and ſtones of 
their old corruption; and though it be croſs to their own wills and de- 
ſtruct ive to their own building, yea the condemnation of 81! that was 
before it, for every one mult be redeemed through judgment, mult 
aſs chrough the fire upon the point of the ſword and take a crei: to 
is on will before he can enter into life, or be Chriils diſciple; now 
this is the reaſon that we are hated and pet ſecuted becaute we are ſent 
as Lights into the World,to condemn the old world for 

Jo. 19.3. their wickedneſs, they lovirg theirevil deeds cannot ſtand 
21.20. in the Light which peſſeth true judgment, leaſt their deeds 
ſnould be detected, and their torment begin (as they ſup- 

poſe ) before the time; this is my advice and counſel to all who are 
yet enemitt to God, and hate his appearance, that they come to the 
Light to have their evil deeds difcovered. ſtand in the Jadgment, bear 
the Croſs, let judgment paſs upon all which cannot ſtand in the light, 
and ſo through the Croſs be united unto, and one wich that birth to 
which there is no condemnation, but hath peace with God, and joyes 
in him for ever; otherwiſe there is no peace to the wicked, thouph he 
may cover himſelf a vvhile vvich vailes of darkneſs in the body, yet 
their tabernacle bting layed aſide in that ſtate vvithout reconciliation 
to God ia his ovvn vvay.as before mentioned, there is no more place 
of tepent iace nor redemption from the grave, no end of their. tor- 
ment for ever; the ſpiti: vvhich abode not in the truth bath no peace 
vvith God, neicher is there any place to hide from him; therefore be 
adviled, ſtand in the judgment of God till the enemy be condemned 
and done avvay; then vvill your peace be everlaſting. . 
Finally, this is the ſam in brief of what hath been ſpoken, that bat · 
ſoever form or way of Worſhip any Nation or particular perſon or 
perſons ſets up, got guided and directed thereunto by the Light of the 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, or the Light which is Chriſt, in bis own conſcience 
wharſoever be or they may pretend, Worſhip they know not what, their 


own inventions, conforming outwardly to whatſoever the powers of 


the Earth ſets up, but inwardly their own luſts, hat is moſt "greys 


able and pleafing to their tempers and Conſtitutions; ſome profe 
Chriſtianity in vvords, being cloathed in ſheeps cloathing, make —

vvard likeneffes and i nitations of che Saints, haveing their vvord to 
trade vvithal, ſer their threſholds by their threſholds, but inwardly, 
rave ning wolves, by their fruits they are known; ſome are bare 
and naked without the ſheeps cloathing, the Sgints words, as the 
heathens and Iydians, of whom there may be more hopes 
to own the truth, than thoſe that have covered them ſe ves over with 
the large fiz leaves of deceit and hypocrifie : Othe:s make mix- 
tares of che Siints words, and heatheniſh cuſtomes and tradicions- of 
their fathers. bat {t1}} phable to conform to whatſoever the powers of 
the laad req zires, will bz ed nothing for their religion, this they call 
wiſdom and pollicy; bad Datel done fo he had not bin caſt into the 
Lyon: Den, nor the three chijdren into the ficty furnace, neither had 
any need co ſuffer under che heathen Emperours, had they obey'd them 
in what they required, though they were counted the higheſt powers, 
and bad Laws ot cheir own making on their ſides, as now they bave; 
yet they that kne the true and living God in ali ages, obey ed him a- 
bove man, be his power never ſo great, and his Lavvs never ſo ſtrict 
to cauſe them to ſuffer fortheirjobedience: And vve can ſolemn y aver at 
this time, & call the Lord of Heaven & Earth to vvitneſi that vve ſuf- 
fer for no other thing chan the teſtimony of a pure conſcience to- 
vvards God, namely, becauſe vve cannot Svvear, being a bresch of his 
Commands,nor ovvn the vvorihip (et up in this Nation by a compul- 
ve po xer,contrary (as we are perſwaded in our own conſcienees to 
the will of the Lord to us manifeſted. 

Naw if there be any tenderneſs of Spirit, or any ſpark of ingenuity 
left in you (as there was in Saul when he confeſſed that David was 
mare righteous than himſelf } conſider, and lay it ſeriouſly to heart, 
what comfort can any receive in that which he is not lead unto by che 
Spirit of truth, and the perſvaſions of his own conſeience; and vhat e- 
vil or detriment can it be to you or your worſhip, to leave us to our 
perſwaſions; you your ſelves having the ſame liberty we deſire: Novy 
be cool in your ſpirits a vvhile, and lay aſide your carnal vveapons & 
priſons; bring all to the touchſione, to the ballance of the ſanctuary, 
truth wil loſe nothing by*cryal, and that which is able to ſtand in the 
Light, in the fire, in the ballance to be tryed, let it come out, let it ſtand 


and continue, and be owned for truth for ever;and what cannot ſtand, 


lit it be condemned, burnt up, and caſt out for ever; ſo the controver- 
ſie between us and you will be decided, (as bervven Elijah and Baals 
Prieſts ) and the contention will ceaſe, without baniſhing our perſons, 
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or ſpilling of blood; which if ye do, ye will have no cauſe to repent 
of chis;. | 

Aud this I leave with you for a teſtimony *ere/ eonelude, that if they 
leave not off co uſurp Gods throne, and take away his prer ogative, 
and leave the Lord alone to guide and direct in his own, Worſhip, bo 
manitetts unto all what be requires of them, verily he u il come s gainſt 
you 8s & Lyon, and deal vvith you as traytors to his ovvn dignity, and 
leave you for an everiaſiing reproach to all generations: Therefore 
be vviſe, Oye Kings and Rulers of the Earth, hearken unto the voice 
of the Lord, and come out of Babylon (her fall is nigb at hand) that 
ye be not partakers of her (ins, leſt ye partake of ber plagues.
